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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 40,—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for April, May, June, and July, 1920. 


April.—April rainfall in Western Australia was accounted for almost entirely by two rainstorms 
which presented many features in common on the isobaric charts. Both set in on the North-West 
Coast, but whereas the earlier, which first affected the tropics on the 3rd, slowly extended to Southern 
inland areas, where general rains fell on the 8th and 10th, the latter was practically confined to the 
De Grey Division and West Kimberley Coast. These districts registered splendid falls between the 
14th and the 19th. In consequence the month’s totals showed excesses ranging as high as eight inches 
at Broome. Very little benefit, however, was derived from either disturbance by the greater part 
of the Kimberley and the country surrounding Onslow. 

South of the Tropic the earlier rainstorm, after affecting the Gascoyne and Murchison in an 
irregular fashion, moved off sharply in a South-Easterly direction, most of the rain falling over the 
Goldfields, normal values being exceeded as far South as Menzies. Moderate falls, however, occurred 
over parts of the wheat belt, but generally speaking the month was a dry one over the West and South- 
West Coastal and Agricultural Districts, and exceptionally so in the Metropolitan area. In Perth 
no rain of measurable quantity fell, and in consequence the driest April on record was experienced. 
The nearest.approach to the conditions prevalent during the month under review, were supplied by the 
years 1890 and 1894, when only five points were measurable. . 

On the South Coast from Bremer Bay Eastward excesses were again encountered, owing partly 
to showers connected with Antarctic depressions passing far to the Southward, but also, in the extreme 
South-East, to thunderstorms associated with the disturbance of the opening week, the main portion 
of which appears to have pursued a track lying to the Eastward of the Coolgardie Goldfields. 


May;—The opening week of the month of May was marked by a continuance of the dry conditions 
that prevailed in April, but on the 7th of the month a complete change took place, and during the 
remaining three weeks three rainstorms of varying intensity swept through the State, affecting 
in particular the West and South-West Coastal and Agricultural Districts, but to a lesser extent 
the goldfields also. On the Coast wet weather was, in fact, virtually continuous, the longest 
interval of fine weather being one of three days (16th to 19th). 

The first rainstorm lasted over inland areas from the 8th to the 13th, especially good registra- 
tions being reported from the wheat belt on the former date. It was followed on the 19th by a dis- 
turbance of much more limited range. It was confined almost entirely to the Coast, a few trivial 
showers only reaching the agricultural country, while no rain at all penetrated to the goldfields, 
The final downpour, which was of tropical origin, lasted from the 27th to the end of the month, and 
covered the whole State from Fortescue southward. It resulted in excellent agricultural gaugings, 
and was associated with stormy weather at sea. 

Taking the month’s rainfall as a whole it was noted that the best totals were recorded on the 
South-West Coasts, where excesses ranged from 1 to 44 inches. The-greater part of the agricul- 
tural country also showed totals greatly in excess of the usual May figures, but a marked falling 
off-was met with in the extreme Eastern and North-Eastern portions of the agricultural belt, where 
in one or two instances small deficits were noted. Good registrations were effected during the 
closing days of the month over the Coastal portion of the West Gascoyne, but otherwise the Northern 
and Goldfields portions of the State showed a general deficiency, which was most pronounced in the 
tropics, where no rain whatever was recorded. 


June.—The outstanding feature of the June rainfall was the excessive downpour on parts of 
the Coast, and especially in the Metropolitan area. In Perth 11-82 inches was registered... This 
total is 4-87 inches in excess of the June average, and, with the exception of the fall in 1890 (12-11 
inches) was the heaviest ever recorded for the month of June. Apart from the Metropolitan area 
and the neighbourhood of Albany and Esperance, the excesses were smaller. Proceeding inland and 
Northward they dwindled rapidly, being replaced by deficiencies in the Greenough, Mullewa, Ger- 
aldton, and Northampton districts. Throughout the Eastern agricultural areas the average was 
exceeded, but defects were again met with over a large part of the goldfields. Excesses reappeared, 
however, in the more Northerly and North-Easterly portions of the Murchison and Coolgardie Fields. 
North from the Gascoyne the only stations to show totals above normal were Fortescue and Onslow. 

The principal fall on the goldfields, and over those parts of the Tropics that benefited at all, 
occurred on the 5th and 6th. Only here and there were the registrations more than moderate. 
Little rain fell elsewhere until the 10th, when a phenomenal downpour burst over the neighbourhood 
of Perth, extending rapidly to all sub-tropical areas, but only in a very light fashion to the gold- 
fields. The Metropolitan gaugings were nearly all absolutely unprecedented for 24 hour periods, 
and reached a maximum at Guildford (5-20 inches). Three other heavy coastal and agricultural 
rains followed during the ensuing ten days, after which the rain slackened off until the 26th. Two 
further widespread rains occupied the last four days of the month. On the coast, however the rain 
was practically without intermission from the 8th to the end of the month.

July.—The opening week of the month of July was characterised by a continuance of the 
wet weather that prevailed in June. Two rainstorms swept throughout the whole country from Onslow 
Southward, bringing good falls to the agricultural districts, but only light showers to the goldfields. 
From the 6th onward the depressions gradually lost in activity, and although the weather remained 
unsettled and showery until the 20th, no further heavy rain occurred. The remainder of the month 
was fine throughout, save for a very brief break on the 26th, when a rapidly moving depression 
brought some light coastal and agricultural showers. 

A slight thundery tendency hung over the tropics from the 14th to 2lst, the resultant gaugings 
accounting for small excesses over the inland districts of the Kimberley. 

In the extreme South-West corner and along the South Coast, where showers persisted long 
after fine weather had become established elsewhere, the month’s totals were also above the average, 
Elsewhere, except for a few isolated agricultural stations, deficiencies were general. They varied 
greatly in amount; in the Eastern districts Kellerberrin showed a defect of only 20 points, while 
at Cunderdin the total was 1-44 inches below normal. Over the goldflelds they were for the most 
part very slight.
